THE HOARDING OF FOOD,

_ Sin,—'* Housewife’ writes in your issue of 
the 15th inst. of the unpatriotic behaviour of 
well-to-do householders in Dublin in laying in 
excessive stores of provisions, I can speak from 
experience of the way farmers ahd country 
people generally are doing the same thing. Ail 
last week there was such a run of our local 
village store that it was impossible to supply 
the demand for flour, ete, Every eottager was 
bent on laying in three times his usual! amount. 

With regard to the food regilations, my first 
week's efforts to ag have not been entirely 
| successful as regards bread, for, while the four 
persons “ upstairs’ (two of them much bread- 
eating children) do well on 13 Ibe. a week, the 
four “‘ downstairs ' persons got through 25 Ibs. 
more than the ration, and supplemented the 
“short commons” by buying bread on their 
own account. I may add that meat is eaten 
once a day in the dining-room, but twice a day 
in the kitchen, Something sterner than volun- 
tary rations is Hecéssary.—Yours, etc.,

SHEEP-DIPPING.

Sin,—No breeder of sheep in Ireland is more 
anxious than I am to give every assistance in 
his power to stamp out the disgraceful plague 
of sheep scab, and we have always been extra 
particular here about the carrying out of the 
Dipping Ordera.

Ancre and Tigris. 

The week-end has brought good news 
from the British fronts in France and 
Mesopotamia. Sir Douglas Haig reports 
ar. attack on Saturday morning astride the 
Ancre, which resulted in ‘very consider- 
able further progress.” It involved two 
operations which, though simultaneous, 
were apparently independent. The larger, 
but not, perhaps, essentially the more im- 
portant, operation was undertaken south of 
the river on a front of about a mile and a 
half. It was directed against the positions 
uncovered by the German evacuation of 


Grandcourt, which fell. into our hands 


some ten days ago.- Beyond Grandcourt 
the next villages in order up the Ancre 
valley are Miraumont and Petit Mirau.- 
mont, on the north and south banks re- 
spectively. Opposite these villages the 
German positions on the south bank were 
attacked and penetrated to a depgh of over 
a thousand yards—a stride forward which 
advances our line to within a few hundred 
yards of the village of Petit Miraumont. 
The attack north of the river was delivered 
beyond the farm of Baillescourt, which 


hes rather more than a mile down Stream 


from the two Miraumonts. Its objective 
was the upper slopes of the spur north of 


the farm, and this was secured on a front 


of about a thousand nd yards. Sir Douglas

remembered that the unsuccessful opera- 
tions for the relief of General Townshend 
last year were conducted along the 
northern bank of the river, in the defile 
between it and the marshes. They forced 
two lines of Turkish positions, but failed 
t» force the third line of Sanna-i-yat, some 
twenty miles east from Kut. Of that line 
on the north bank the Turks are still in 
occupation, The recent operations have 
been conducted exclusively on the south 
bank of the river, where our advance west- 
wards has gradually extended until it has 
cleared the whole bank up to and beyond 
Kut. That town lies on the north bank 
at the extremity of a peninsula formed by 
a loop of the Tigris. Some five miles west 
of Kut the river bends again to the south, | 
so that there is enclosed between this bend 
known as the Dahra bend—and Kut a 
blunt wedge of land on the south bank. 
A similar wedge is enclosed on the north 
bank further west by the Shumrun bend. 
It is the wedge enclosed in the Dahra bend 
on the south bank which has been the 
scene of General Maude's conspicuous suc- 
cess. A swift advance on our left as soon 
as our right had reached the bank oppo- 
site Kut pinned a considerable body of 
Turks against the river in the wedge of 
land formed by the Dahra bend. The 
bulk of this force, with the exception only 
of small units which were able to escape 
across the river on pontoons under fire, has 
now been captured. The prisoners total 
over two thousand, with a great amount of 
material. With this clearance of the 
Dahra bend the Kut peninsula on the 
north bank is exposed to converging fire 
from three sides. Its evacuation, which 
may reasonably be anticipated, would enable 
cur troops to get a footing on the north 
bank and threaten the retreat of the Turks 
still holding the line of Sanna-i-yat twenty 
miles to the east. In this fighting on the 
Tigris, as on the Ancre, where Saturday s 
advance secired some seven hundred 
prisoners, the enemy's losses appear to

Ulster’s Lead. - 


We publish to-day some remarkable 
figures concerning the War Loan subscrip- 
tions of local authorities in Leland. They 
are remarkable because of the contrast be- 
tween Ulster and the other provinces. 
The total of the subscriptions of which 
the return takes note is £1,207,738, and of 
that total £1,033,268—moPe than 85 per 
cent.—-were subscribed by local authorities 
in Ulster.. Those of the other three pro- 
vinces together mustered only £174,470. 
More than half of the Ulster total came 
from the two great municipal Corporations 
of the North. Even if we left those out 
of account, the other local authorities of 
Ulster would still show a total su bscrip- 
tion of £451,568—two and a half times the 
amount from the corresponding bodies in 
the other three provinces. The County 
Councils of Ulster have subscribed 
£141,000; those outside Ulster £30,000. 
The Urban Councils of Ulster have sub- 
scribed £171,768; those outside’ Ulster 
£159,470, half of it from the suburban dis- 
tricts of Dublin. “Other public bodies” 
in Ulster suMscribed £118,800 ; one “ other 
body” outside Ulster subscribed £5,000. 
The number of subscrilyng authorities in 
Lister was thirty-three; the number out- 
side Ulster was eighteen. ~ Our Belfast 
correspondent states that the amount of 
general subscriptions in Belfast is esti 
mated at £22,000,000, of which £12,000,000 
is Hew money. It cannot be pretended 
that the difference between Ulster and 
the rest of Ireland indicated by these 
figures in the matter of War Loan subscrip. 
tion 18 to be ascribed to an overwhelming 
preponderance of available money in Ujster 
as compared with the rest of the country. 
The plain fact is that the people of 
Ulster have shown a superior apprecia- 
tion of the advantages of the Loan 
to the investor and of the necessity for a 
general support of the Loan in the interest 
of national safety. Municipal and other 
local authorities were given an excellent 
opportunity of putting away, on remark- 
ably good terms, any money which they 
have been authorised to raise on account 
of schemes to be put in hand when labour 
and materials become cheaper again. Out- 
side Ulster all but a few neglected that 
opportunity. The most extraordinary 
instance, of course, was that of the Cor. 
poration of Dublin. Granted that its 
housing schemes are to be pursued, the 
best thing for the Corpozation to do was to 
raise a certain amount of capital on that 
account, and let it go on earning a surplus 
of interest in the War Loan until it could 
be used to finance the schemes. A meeting 
of the Corporation was actually summoned 
for last Friday in order to receive a pro- 
posal to that effect. On an excuse which 
must appear to the general public to be 
utterly inadequate in the circumstances, 
no meeting was held. The contrast be- 
tween this slipshod method of business 
and the eagerness of the local authorities 
in Ulster to share in the investment is 
very striking. Outside Ulster only the 
urban authorities have any considerable 
share in the subscriptions. The public 
bodies which are dominated by the farming 
class or by the village politicians have 
quite failed to appreciate either the public 
or the business aspect of their War Loan 
opportunities. |

| TURKS ADMIT REVERSE. 


Our troops in Mesopotamia have gained strik- 
ing successes in fighting on the Tigris, In 
addition to a substantial gain of ground, 
prisoners numbering 2,000 were taken.

The General Officer Commanding in Meso- 
potamia reports:—The offensive against the 
Turks on the sight bank of the Tigris, in the 
Dehra bend, was resumed on February 15th. 
An important tactical point just in front of the 
enemy's right was first seized. This initial suc- 
cess was followed) by an attack on his right 
centre, which resulted in the securing of our 
objective on a front of 700 yards. These gains 
were afterwards extendéd by bombing to a 
depth of 500 yards and on a frontage of 1,000 
yards. 

lialf-hearted Turkish counter-attacks were 
easily repulsed. Some hours later an assault 
was launched against the enemy's left centre, 
and this objective was secured on a front of 
850 yards. The whole of the Dahra bend was 
thus cleared, except for small enemy detach- 
ments holding points on the river bank. 

In the meantime the cavalry were operating 
on our left to the south and west of the Shumra 
bend, and gnade good progress there. During 
the night’ of the 15th-l6th the enemy were 
cleared out of the small areas which they still 
held on the river bank, and by dawn on the 
16th all the ground in the Dahra bend was in 
our hands. The prisoners taken on the 15th 
and the following night amount to 89 officers, 
including two regimental and three battalion 
commanders, and 1,906 other ranks, while the 
captures of material include five machine guns, 
2,500 rifles, afd a large quantity of ammuni- 
tion, equipment, and stores. Several pontoons, 
in which the Turks were endeavouring to make 
their escape across the river, were sunk by our 
artillery, and there is evidence to show that 
much material was destroyed, both by our bom- 
bardments and by the Turks themselves. )

The Press Association's Special Correspondent 
at British Headquarters, Salonika, writing on 
February 16th, says :— 

On the night of February 10th-l1th, a highly 
successful raid was carried out on the Petit 
Couronne Hill, west of Lake Doiran, in which 
a British regiment distinguished itself by raid- 
ing and damaging the enemy Gug-outs and in- 
flicting severe loss on the enemy both during 
the course of the assault, and while repulsing 
several severe counter-attacks. The Petit 
Couronne is one of a cluster of hills west and 
south-west of Doiran, where the enemy devoted 
both time and labour to his defences. His 
trenches and dug-outs were sirongly organised, 
being in places protected by concrete, and the 
advantages of the ground were all on his side, 
The trenches, also, were wired on an extensive 
scale. ! 

Saturday night was a cold, clear night, ex- 
cept for a slight mist, which arose from the 
valieys towards evening. The rain had held off 
for a couple of days, and the going was conse- 
quently good for our artillery. e had pre- 
pared the way for an attack by a hot forty- 
eight hour bombardment along an extensive 
sector of the front, without singling out the 
point selected for the attack by intensive treat- 
ment, in order not to betray our plans to the 
enemy, and permit him to mass reinforcements 
in readiness. Apparently he was completely de- 
ceived, as when the atiack began the enemy 
placed his barrage fire entirely in the wroog 
direction—-where there were no troops al ali 

Advancing in four groups, around _ the 
shoulders of the hill, our men quickly reached 
the enemy's line, and penetrated hia trenches, 
meeting with comparatively little opposition.

treaty. Merchant ships of either nation, it is 
also proposed, should not be compelled to go to 


sea, unless under safe conduct to home ports, 


and their captains and crews are not to be taken 
prisoners. 

The Protocol declares that Article 23 of the 
Prussian-American ‘Treaty of 1799: is in full 
force, but that it “ requires certain explanations 
and additions, on account of the, developments 
of International Law. It provides that mer- 
chants may remain, and continue their profes- 
sion indefinitely, in their country of residence, 
and be protected by the laws existing there, the 
same as neutrals, and may not be transferred 
to concentration camps, nor may their property 
be sequestrated or alienated in any other manner 
than is lawful in the case of neutrals.”’ 

The same rule, says the Protocol, would hold 
in regard to the other classes mentioned in 
Article 23. 

One of the articles of the proposed agreement 
is designed to protect the patents, and another 
the private contracts of citizens of the respective 
countries. The provisions in the Hague Conven- 
tion relative to the treatment of enemy mer- 
chant ships at the outbreak of hostilities, and 
the treatment of captives from merchantmen, 
are proposed for ratificatitont. 

Officials here point cut that while Germany "as 
violation of several provisions of tho Treaty ry 
he taken by tliis country to have abrogated it, 
the pant States will still continue to live up 
to its spirit. Two proclamations have already 
guaranteed that German ships, or private Ger- 
man property will not, even in case of war, be 
seized or used by the United States Govern- 
ment.

MIRAUMONT BATTLE.

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REMARKABLE ADDRESS BY 
BISHOP OF KILLALOF, 
In the Parish Church of Holy Trinity, Rath- 
i esterday morning, the ot Killaloe 
| wparkable address on proposed 
church of Ireland. He selected 
Colossians i., 24, “For His body's 
eake, Which is the Church.” He said he wished 
to —_* them about that part of the bod 
of Ch in which they themselves were : 
ally interested, their own Church of Ireland. 
They were passing near to a crisis iu their 
IE oe it behoved them to make prepara- 
tions before the crisis actually came. If they 
did not undertake this work themselves it was 
uite possible a paft of the work would be 
ote for them by not altogether friendly hands. 
There were poiuts in their organisation which 
they could not possibly justity if they were 
called to give an account of them betore an 
absolutely impartial tribunal. The matter was 
very urgent, and it was sair the urgency of 
the matter that justified him ing as he 
intended to speak. Years ago the Church of 
Ireland had to face the problems that arose out 
of disestablishment and disendowment. 1+ was 
not disrespectful to those who guided the 
Church in those days, and to Whom the Church 
owed an undying debt of gratitude, to say that 
mistakes were made by them. The time had 
come when those mistakes ought to be set right. 
Conditions had altered very considerably since 
1870. They had suffered-a considerable reduc- 
tion in the number of Church members, and 
there had been also a remarkable migration of 
the population from one part of the country 
to another. The Oburch population in his own 
united diocese had diminished by fully 50 per 
cent. since disestablishment. On the other 
hand, the Church population of Belfast had in- 
creased within the same period by about 40,009 
souls. In his own diocese they had one clergy- 
man for every 100 members of the Church. 
in the dioceses of Down and Connor and 
Dromore there Was lesg than one clergyman for 
every 800 people. All over the centre and the 
West and South of Ireland there wére many 
clergymen who were condemned to a life of in. 
evitable idleness. After the faithful discharge 
of every possible duty these men were left with 
uine-tenths of their time unoveupied. It was 
no small testimony to them that this enforced 
idleness had not led to disastrous consequences. 
ere Was another not quite so serious conse- 
quence arising from this state of affairs. There 
would be covetou& eyes cast upon the resources 
of the Church. Comparisons would bé drawn 
between their numbers and their expenditure, 
and it would be said that the money could 
be better employed than & was by the Church 
How ¢éould they answer these criticisms if 
they were eontent to let things be as they were. 
Was it not better to reorganise their finances 
than to expose themselves to tho risk of another 
ot, or even a harsher disendowment. What 
was the object they ought to set before them ? 
First of all, there should be a sufficient number 
of clergymen to enable every parishioner to be 
thoroughly well looked afier. Further, they 
should give every clergyman a sufficient amount 
of work, and an income that would free him 
from blighting poverty and from the harassing, 
and at times impossible, problem of trying to 
make his expenditure accord with his. income. 
Their financial scheme needed to be reorganised. 
Their diocesan and parochial funds ought, as 
lar as possible, to be thrown into one common 
fund, administered by one central body With a 
view to the benefit of the whole Church, and 
not of one parish. Jt was most earhestiy to 
be desired that this central body of financial 
administration should be composed of lay mem.- 
bets of the Church. In thie way criticism 
would ba disarmed, and they would he able to 
show just cause why the finanoos of the Chureh 
should not be interfered with by any band of 
secular enemies. Secondly, they wanted an 
entire scheme of redistribution of the cleryy. 
Fa number of clergy in a diocese ought to be 
mace to correspond as closely as possible with 
the number of Church people. In those parts 
of the country, wher> the Chrrch population 
was email and scattered, large districts should 
be allotted to each clergyman. Under these
